Bill Giving Cook County 
More Legislative Seats Passes 


SPRINGFIELD—(AP)—A state constitutional amendment to 


five Chicago and Cook county eight additional scats in the legislature 
was adopted today by the Illinois senate. 


The resolution proposing the change goes to the house, where a 


slightly different legislative redistricting plan was killed last week. 


Under the senate plan, .Cook 


county would have 21 senatorial 
districts—two more than its pres- 
ent number. 
Downstate would 


continue to have 32. Each district 
elects three house members and 
one senator. 


The vote was 50 to J on the 


resolution, sponsored by Senators 
Edward E. Laughlin -of Freeport* 
Charles Baker of Davis Junction 
and Everett R. Peters of St. Jos- 
eph, all Republicans. 


The senate also adopted another 


constitutional' revision calling for 
annual sessions—instead of one 
every two years—of the legisla- 
ture. 


If the house, approved, the pro- 


posed amendments would go on 
the ballot in 1952 for voters' en 
dorsemcnt or rejection. 


Laughlin said the legislative re- 


districting plan "is not the most 
fair and equitable solution" for 
Cook county but is "the one which 
has the best chance of passage.' 


The existing legislative districts 


have not been redrawn since 1901 
despite a constitutional require- 
ment that it be done evpry 10 
years on a population basis.

posed to give Cook county 12 more 
seats and take 
downstate.

research chemist in the navy's weapons development section, has re- 
signed in the face of a senator's charge that he was "one of the figures 
in the atomic spy ring." 


After the navy announced his 


resignation yesterday, 
Brunaucr 


said, "past mistakes" of 25 years 
ago cost him his job although "I 
have been a strong anti-Commu- 
nist for 18 years." He said he re- 
signed to avoid being "a source 
of embarrassment" to the navy. 


The 48-year-old Hungarian born 


scientist declared himself "intense- 
ly loyal to the United States." 


Brunaucr was a civilian employe 


of the navy. 
He was one of the 


targets last year of Senator Mc- 
'Carthy (R-Wis) who charged Reds 


had infiltrated the government. 
This year, on May .8, McCarthy 
told the senate it had been learned 
"during the atomic spy trials' 
tliat Brunauer was, "although not 
the major figure, one of the fig- 
ures in the atomic spy ring." Mc- 
Carthy did not elaborate.

years beginning in January, 1953. 


Although the Democratic and Republican nominating conventions 


are only a little more than a year away, coyness among prospective 
candidates has reached something of record breaking proportions. ' 


One man. President Truman, 


says he knows what he's going to 
do. But he hasn't said what that 
is. Outside of Mrs. Truman—and 
maybe Margaret—nobody seems 
to know whether the president Is 
going to run again or not. 


If you ask William M. Boyle, Jr., 


the Democratic national chairman, 
he puts on his most inscrutable 
smile. Boyle has been practicing it 
for years and it never worked bet- 
ter. 


No Worry 


Boyle doesn't have to worry. His 


plan of campaign is the same 
whether Truman chooses or docs 
not choose to run. He is simply 
going out to gather tip for Truman 
all of the convention delegate* he 


can corral. 


If the president runs, fine and 


dandy. If he docs not, Truman asks 
the delegates to support the man 
of his choice. Simple as that. 


Even Jonathan Daniels. Raleigh, 


N, C., editor and Truman biogra- 
pher, said after a White House 
visit yesterday 
he 
thinks—but 


doesn't know— that Truman is go- 
ing to run again. He didn't get that 
from the president, Daniels hasten- 
ed to say, but added: 


"The more his foreign policy— 


which he considers vital to resist 
Russian aggression and preserve 
democracy— is attacked, the more 
he will fight back." , 


Make* It Tough 


This kind of report makes it 


difficult for other Democrats to do 
much about running for president. 
They can't even run for vice presi- 
dent as long as Alton Barklcy 
gives no indication of stepping out. 


Small wonder, then, that such 


Democrats as Senators Kcfauver 
of Tennessee, Douglas of Illinois, 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas, Rep. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., Justice 
William O. Douglas. Chief Justice 
Kred Vinson, Gov. G. Mennen Wil- 
liams of Michigan, and others are 
as coy as school girls.

Put Steers to 
Pasture, Says 


of 1. Expert 


URBANA — Some uncertainty 


was cleared up today by a Univer- 
sity of Illinois livestock man who 
suggested a plan for cattlemen to 
follow'in the face of two govern- 
ment price rollbacks coming this 
fall. 
- 


Harry Russell says if you have 


the pasture and your cattle aren't 
f"O fat already, you'll be money 


to graze them until about 


fober 1 and then full-feed them 


for 90 days. 


Four ReaHons 


Of course, you must have the 


pasture and cattle wintered on 
roughage to gain most from this 
plan. Here are Russell's reasons 
why you shouldn't try to rush your 
steers: 


1. Even If you start a full feed 


now, you won't be able to get a 
vfjy good finish or enough weight 
on the steers by October 1, the 
date of the second price rollback. 


2. You'll be passing up 
l^fc 


pounds average daily gains on 
pasture with no grain—and those 
are good, low-cost gains. 


3. .The* worst you can do by 


marketing after October 1 is to 
sell on the same kind of market 
you bought steers last fall. 


There's some chance that 
rollbacks won't be so severe 


as we expect, or they might be 
completely eliminated. 


Here's the way Russell figures 


It. 
i 


Suppose you-bought 600-pound 


steers last month for 40 cents a 
pound so they'd cost you $240 
each. Say you put them on good 
legume-grass pasture until Octo- 
ber 1. You can average IVt pounds 
daily gain for 150 days, or 225 
pjfctnds per head. On October 1 
then you'd have an 825-pound 
steer costing you only the original 
$240. His October 1 weight would 
cost you only $29 per hundred- 
weight. 


•Xo Grass Charge 


That's figuring no charge for 


grass. Charge 10 cents a day for 
that and you add $15 to the cost 
of each steer. Then your 825- 
pound steer cost just over $31 per 
hQridred. 


Suppose, on the other hand, you 


pour the corn to these same steers, 
trying to beat the October 1 price 
rollback. 


You'll need about 14 pounds of 


corn and 1 pound of soybean sup- 
plement per steer each day for 5 
months. At present prices that 
would cost you $70 and you can 
expect Rains of 2 pounds a day on 
this feed. On October 1 your 
f^$ers would weigh 900 pounds 
*-ach with total feed cost of $310. 
You'd need to sell at $35.50 per 
hundred to break even, and the 
proposed celling on choice cat- 
tle has been set at $34.20. This 
last example doesn't include any 
charge for pasture either. 


Russell urges cattle feeders by 


all means to stay in the business. 
We need the meat. But with pas- 
ture end not-too-fat cattle, bet- 
ti* pasture them this summer and 
tffen full-feed without trying to 
beat the October 1 price rollback. 
How to Save 011 
Building Costs 


URBANA—Two ways to save 


on farm construction costs were 
told today by a University of Illi- 
nois farm buildings'authority. 
^Ikeith Hmchcliff suggests having 
good plans, finished well ahead of, 
building. And 
he recommends 


using a cheaper kind of construc- 
tion if it suits your needs. 


Look for Uses 


Try to look ahead to all possible 


uses you may have for a building. 
In that way you can plan for pos- 
sible future expansion or remodel- 
ing in the cheapest and easiest way 
if^you ever want to change, 
•fror example, if you're convert- 
ing, to a, grade A milk program, 
plan ahead for flexibility in the 
sjze 4of your dairy buildings. 


You can plan ahead for beef 


cattle too. In many cases an old 
granary can be remodeled into a 
convenient cattle feeding shed with 
nearby or attached shelter and 
hay storage. .You might also plan 
hay feeding areas so that hay is 
supported on the ground. This cuts 
Jswn the cost of expensive, heavy 
floor Joists. Self-feeders and auto- 
matic feed-handling equipment are 
fine investments too. 


On lower cost buildings treated 


poles can sometimes be used very 
well in place of foundation and 
framework, and they will be a lot 
cheaper. However, poles are' best 
suited to various kinds of sheds 
and shelters and not to buildings 
requiring insulated walls or con- 
Sfete floor.

What's more, you can spot signs 


of disease quicker, and do a bet- 
ter job -of checking it, if your 
chickens are confined so that you 
can watch them closely. 


It's also a good idea to rotate 


the range during the growing sea- 
son if possible.

Housewives 
Pay Premium 
For Top Eggs 


URBANA — Illinois" housewives 


are faced with a confusing array 
of names to describe the grade 
and quality -of eggs they buy but. 
even so, they're willing to pay 
premium prices for high-quality 


E. E. Broadbent, University of 


Illinois egg marketing specialist, 
said today a study of 190 Chicago 
independent retailers last Novem- 
ber ehowed that 36 different 
names were used to label eggs. 


However, another study cover- 


ing 30 months showeti that house- 
wives actually 
paid premiums 


averaging from 13 to 31 cents a 
dozen for high-quality eggs com- 
pared with ungraded 
"Current 


Receipts." depending on the sea- 
son and the grade of the better 
eggs. ' 


Claim Best/ 
In the November study all but 


one of the 190 firms claimed it 
sold only the best eggs. But other 
studies show that about one-third 
of the eggs that sell at high- 
quality prices are only medium 
quality. 


Besides the four top federal egg 


grades, 32, other names were 
used. Including "Best, Strictly 
Fresh, No. 1, Specials. Fancy 
Select" and so on. Broadbent em- 
phasizes the fact that these names 
mean absolutely nothing because 
the grades are not uniform. Un- 
der the present law, so long as 
an egg is edible the consumer has 
no recourse. 


Proposed Law 


However, the Illinois senate last 


week passed a bill to require all 
eggs sold at retail to be labeled 
by uniform grade.

There Is No Such Thing 
O ' 


As Pig Protein Poisoning 


URBANA—There is no such 


thing as "protein poisoning" of 
?igs, not even at 43^ per cent 
3ioteiii. But you can feed too much 
or too little protein, and that's in- 
efficient and expensive. 


This report came today from 


S. W. Terrill, head of swine work 
in the Illinois college of agricul- 
ture. It upsets the old story that 
"protein poisoning" could cause 
death in pigs, 


Xo Deaths 


The swine authority says there 


were no death losses in either Jot 
of pigs in a recent Illinois protein 
feeding test. Both lots contained 
13 fall-farrowed pigs averaging 
129 pounds each. For six weeks 
one lot was fed a ration containing 
the reconVmended 14 >,i per cent 
crude protein, and the other re- 
ceived 43% per cent protein. 


The 14'^ per cent protein lot 


averaged a daily gain -of 2 
pounds and weighed 225 pounds at 
the end of the test. They ate an 
average of 9\i pounds of feed each 
day and needed 404 pounds of feed 
for each 100 pounds they gained. 


Gained Half as Fast ' 


The 43% per cent lot gained only 


half as fast. They averaged 1 
pounds daily gain and weighed 
only 177 pounds after the six 
weeks' feeding penod. They ate 
only 5*1 pounds of feed each day 
but needed 500 pounds of feed for 
each 100 pounds of gain. 


The high-protein ration had a 


laxative effect on the second lot, 
but this scouring did not harm 
them. 


Larger Kidneys 


Several pigs in each lot were 


examined by a university veteri- 
narian after slaughter to find out 
the internal effects of the high 
protein ration. Pigs on that ration 
had larger kidneys, probably be< 
cause the kidney had' to work 
harder to get rid of excess urea 
formed from- the protein.

was that the pigs liked it better. 
They ate more of it and made fast- 
er gains. It was also more efficient 
because they needed about 100 
pounds less feed per 100 pounds 
of gain.

trol corn borers have been worth 
15 milion dolars in extra yields to 
Illinois fanners from 1948 to 1950. 


In making this estimate today, 


G. C. Decker entomologist em- 
phasizes the need for and value 
of Insecticide treatments in con- 
irolling insect pests on feed and 
food crops. 


During the past" three years, 


nearly two million acres of corn 
have been sprayed for borer con- 
trol. 
The result has been in- 


creased yields valued at 15 million 
dollars. 


In addition, in 1948 Illinois far- 


mers sprayed 500,000 acres of farm 
land to control grasshoppers and 
protected crops valued at seven 
million dollars. This was mostly 
airplane spraying with chlordanc. 


About 55.000 acres of legumes 


are treated each year also. 


And every year we must treat 


most of our fruits and vegetables 
to control manj insects and dis- 
eases, or the crops would not be 
fit to market. 


Decker says these are only a 


few examples of the necessary 
and effccive use of chemicals on 
crops. They're all fairly new — 
less than five years old.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Don't Be Miscast in Canasta 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Everybody knows the old leg- 


end about the clown whose great 
ambition is to play Hamlet Some 
Canasta players are just like that; 
they can't seem to figure out 
which part they are ccst for. 


The confusion usually arises 


just after somebody has won the 
first substantial discard pile. For 
the sake of clarity, let's suppose 
that the South player has taken 
that pile. At that moment the cast 
is complete and each player should 
know exactly what part he Is to 
play. 


South'a role is, of course, very 


easy. He should meld sparingly so 
as to keep a large number of 
cards in his hand. If he can keep 
about 20 cards in his hand the op- 
ponents will not dare freeze the 
pack. He is Simon Legree. and 
the cards in his hand represent 
his whip. If he melds too many 
cards, his whip is gone. 


North's role is equally clear cut. 


He must attempt to win the sec- 
ond substantial discard pile. Then 
he will have his own whip, and the 
two partners have a chance to cut 
the opponents to ribbons. 


It sounds cruel, but it's just a 


game after all. It may be health- 
ful to play really cruelly in this 
way. You work off youi savage- 


ness at the card table and can be 
a model citizen everyhwere else. 


The two defenders, East and 


West, must recognize their parts 
instantly. Otherwise they will be 
the lambs that get led to slaugh- 
ter. 


Since South has taken the first 


substantial pile the offensive has 
pased to North and South. This 
means that East and West must 
take the defensive at once. They 
must not freez the pack, they 
must not fight for the discard 
pile; they must play to meld out 
as quickly as possible. 


West is the first defender to act 


after South has taken the pile. 
He must meld at once if he can do 
so with cards that have some rea- 
sonable chance of developing a 
canasta. If his only melds are In 
ranks already melded by the en- 
emy (or known to be in an oppo- 
nent's hand), he should .refrain 
from melding in the hope that his 
partner can meld more conveni- 
ently. 


There is no longer any fear of 


too many cards from the hand. 
That caution ia necessary when 
you are fighting for the discard 
pile. It is no longer necessary 
when the pile has been taken by 
the enemy.

Lead poisoning used to be one of 


the most common and serious 
forms of industrial and accidental 
poisonings. Thanks to preventive 
measures it occurs less frequently 
than in the past but is still a 
problem. Recently a lady wrote 
me that her husband, who had been 
a body and fender repair man for 
16 years, was suffering aches in 
his arms and severe headaches and 
wondered whether this could be 
caused by lead poisoning from 
paint. Also there have been reports 
from Baltimore and Cleveland of 
lead poisoning in babies, probably 
resulting from chewing something 
bearing lead paint. 


Now it should be said that the 


paint Industry has done an excel- 
lent Job in reducing or eliminating 
this hazard. A number of years 
ago it was agreed to eliminate lead 
from paints to be used inside 
houses or on things like children's 
toys. But if a person uses paint 
intended for outside use on the in- 
side of houses or on toys there 
would still be a risk. 
DIAGNOSIS OF DISEASE • 


The symptoms suffered by the 


body and fender workers could be 
caused by lead poisoning. In addi- 
tion to those mentioned, colicky 
pains in the bowels are usually 
present in chronic poisoning due to 
lead. This, of course, is not enough. 
The paint used would have to be 
analyzed for lead or other sub- 
stances 
which 
might 
produce 


chronic poisoning. The man him- 
self would have to be studied fur- 
ther; a blue line around the gums 
is common and studies of the blood 
are most important. 


Besides chronic poisoning there 


is an acute form of the condition. 
This comes only from the rapid 
absorption of large quantities of 
lead and produces severe pain in 


the abdomen, vomiting, colicky 
cramps, and collapse. The skin 
usually develops a waxy color and 
the red blood cells have a definite 
characteristic appearance^ 


Thanks to many years of work, 


and the development of many pro- 
tective measures, lead poisoning 
is gradually disappearing. Most 
cases which develop now are the 
result of carelessness and adults 
should use care not only for them- 
selves but for their children since 
lead poisoning once acquired is not 
only unpleasant and dangerous but 
hard to recover from.

Illinois Will 
Furnish Large 
Draft Quota 


CHICAGO—(AP)—Col. Paul G. 


Armstrong, state Selective Service 
director, estimates that Blinoli 
will provide 11.1 per cent of the 
nation's draftees in August. 


He said yesterday that Illinois 


has been called upon to send 2,435 
men in August, of the 22,000 na- 
tional quota for that month. This 
is the largest number of draftees 
since March and the highest per- 
centage on record. 


Illinois during July will call 10.1 


per cent of the nation's total 
draft for the month. 
The June 


percentage is 9.6 of the national 
quota. 


Armstrong explained that the 


reason for the high percentage in 
the state is to overcome the rela- 
tively low number of enlistments 
and National Guard calls.

The purchase price of beer sold 


to a retailer must be paid in cash 
on or before delivery of the beer.

The'Big Eye' 
Finds Stars 
On the Loose 


By RENME TAYLOR 


Associated Press Science Writer 
LOS ANGELES, 
(AP)—Palo- 


mar's "Big Eye" has reached 2,000 
million million million miles into 
space and found vast groups of 
runaway stars which further sup- 
port the theory that the universe 
is exploding, a noted astronomer 
reported today. 


This is described as the first 


significant work of the 200-mcli 
Hale telescope in the area outside 
our own milky way or galaxy. 


The achievement constitutes a 


long step toward determining the 
size and nature of the universe, the 
position of the earth in it, and 


whether there may be many more 
earths and solar systems similar 
to ours. 


Increases 50 Per Cent 


This was reported by Dr. Milton 


L. Humason in a paper prepared 
for the Astronomical Society of 
the Pacific. Dr. Humason is secre- 
tary of the Mt. Wilson and Palo- 
mar observatories and an expert 
in starlight analysis. 


In 1912 Dr. Humason calculated 


the runaway speed of star bodies 
250 million light years away. The 
new work takes the measuiement 
on out to 360 million light years, 
a distance increase of roughly 50 
per cent. 


To get the new data Di. Huma- 


son had to sit as long as six hours

Needle Bacon 
To Hasten Job 
Of Preserving 


NEW YORK — (AP) — The 


world's biggest hypodermic needle 
job, a new way of curing bacon, 
was reported today to the Insti- 
tute of Food Technologists. 


The needle does it in 48 hours 


compared to other methods which 
take two weeks to a month. It 
takes a machine to do the need- 
ling. Both machine and method 
were invented, and reported by the 
engineering department of Kingan 
& Company, Indianapolis. 


The machine carries one hundred 


needles. They cover a big flat 
like bristly brush, each needle at 
a scientifically calculated distance 
from its neighbors. On an endless 
belt conveyor* beneath the needles 
bacon bellies are spread flat. The 
conveyor stops while the needles 
are pressed down long enough for 
them to force some curing pickle 
juice into the bacon tissues. 


Then the needles lift and the 


hypo-treated slab moves on. More 
than two tons an hour can be 
needled.

Calls Draft Quiz 
Unfair to Those 
In 'Poor' Class 


WASHINGTON—(AP)— Sena- 


tor Paul Douglas (D-D1) suggested 
last night that college students be 
inducted Into the armed forces 
before they are allowed to take 
intelligence tests for further col- 
lege training. 


In a recorded radio broadcast 


for Illinois, Douglas said: 


"Personally, I think those select* 


ive tests should be given in. the 
camp rather than in the colleges, 
so that we do not send poor boys 
into the service while well-to-do 
boys are exempted. Similarly, I 
do not think that those who make 
higher intelligence scores than the 
others should be totally exempted 
from the duty of defending their 
country." 


The students may take the tests 


under the direction of Selective 
Service but draft boards are not 
required to consider the intelli- 
gence scores in granting or deny- 
ing military deferments. 


Douglas said he favors having 


the military services rather than 
draft boards decide the qualifica- 
tions for further college training 
"even though that calls for a gov- 
ernment scholastic program."

Needle Baeon 
To Hasten Job 
Of Preserving 


NEW YORK — (AP) — The 


world's biggest hypodermic needle 
job. & new way of curing bacon, 
was reported today to the Insti- 
tute of Food Technologists. 


The needle does it in 48 hours 


compared to other methods which 
take two weeks to a month. It 
takes a machine to do the need- 
ling. Both machine and method 
were invented, and reported by the 
engineering department of Kingan 


Company, Indianapolis. 
The machine carries one hundred 


needles. 
They cover a big flat 


like bristly brush, each needle at 
a scientifically calculated distance 
from its neighbors. On an endless 
belt conveyor" beneath the needles 
bacon bellies are spread flat. The 
conveyor stops while the needles 
are pressed down long enough for 
them to force some curing pickle 
juice into the bacon tissues. 


Then the needles lift and the 


hypo-treated slab moves on. More 
than two tons an hour can be 
needled.

Unfair to Those 
In 'Poor' Class 


WASHINGTON—(AP)— Sena- 


tor Paul Douglas (D-H1) suggested 
last night that college students be 
Inducted Into the armed forces 
before they arc allowed to take 
intelligence tests for further col- 
lege training. 


In a recorded radio broadcast 


for Illinois, Douglas said: 


"Personally. I think those select- 


ive tests should be given in the 
camp rather than in the colleges, 
so that we do not send poor boys 
into the service while well-to-do 
boys are exempted. Similarly, I 
do not think that those who make 
higher intelligence scores than the 
others should be totally exempted 
from the duty of defending their 
country." 


The students may take the tests 


under the direction of Selective 
Service but draft boards are not 
required to consider the intelli- 
gence scores in granting or deny- 
ing military deferments. 


Douglas said he favors having 


the 'military services rather than 
draft boards decide the qualifica- 
tions for further college training 
"even though that calls for a gov- 
ernment scholastic program."
